HIS IMITATION TOO GOOD. 

jut Itstrlbutlon Vidted Upon a Froilr-

A well-known resident of Manavunk 
has the reputation of being the best 
imitator of the calls of birds or beast* 
in the city. His imitation of the cater- 
wauling of a Thomas eat, says the 
Philadelphia Record, is simply irresist- 
ible. and when he gets out into the 
back yard for practice ail the felines 
for squares are soon gathered in close 
proximity. A few nights ago he came 
to grief in an effort to have some fun 
with a crabbed neighbor. About 11 
o'clock he stationed himself outside of 
a board fence surrounding the man's 
residence ami began meow jug in a low 
tone, gradually rising, until a high C 
note was perfected. In a few minutes 
the window was raised and sundry 
articles were thrown in the direction 
pf the supposed night howler. The 
howls then increased in volume, finally 
reuching the ear-cracking quality. 
The aroused neighbor could stand the 
racket no longer, and, stepping down- 
stairs, opened the door quietly, slipped 
out, seized a clothes-prop and made for 
the vicinity of Mr. Thomas, who at 
that time poked his head above the 
fence and received a stunning blow, 
which knocked him insensible. He 
was carried home and revived with 
stimulants. 



Tidal Waves, Submarine Eruptions 
and Showers of Fishbones. 
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Opih e — ,1, Main .trcc-t, over Covington (i 
Mitchell’s ill, iking vune. K evidence 619 North 
Street. 34 - 
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Sailors have mpre than their fill of 
strange sights and strange experi- 
ences. Big waves rank among them, 
sa\ s the Pittsburgh Dispatch. We do 
not refer to those waves which ure 
the immediate consequence of high 
winds and atmospherical disturbances, 
but to those single waves of Immense 
height which show themselves sudden- 
ly in the midst of a sea comparatively 
smooth. A vessel may be sailing along 
in fine weather and with no swell on 
worth mentioning, when, without the 
least warning, ci nnes sweeping along a 
wave that towers like a mountain, 
falls on the deck and carries away 
everything movable, memliers' of the 
crew among the rest. The steamer San 
Francisco was once struck by a tidal 
wave of this sort in che gulf stream and 
one hundred and seventy-nine persons 
were swept into the sen and drowned. 
In March last all the crew save one of 
the bark Johann Wilhelm were 
washed overboard by a single wave. In 
June last year the ship ilolyrood en- 
countered another such sea. which is 
said to have risen up "suddenly, like a 
wall,” and to have flooded her decks 
fore and aft. The Cunardvrs Etruria 
ami Umbria have both encountered the 
phenomenon, and the former had one 
man killed and several others injured. 
Sometimes these waves are the result 
of submarine eruptions and land earth- 
quakes occurring in close proximity to 
the sea. 

An English bark crossing the Xcrth 
Pacific met with one of these big 
waves and immediately afterward the 
ocean seemed to be boiling, and the 
sulphur fumes that emerged from the 
water were so powerful as to drive the 
crew into the rigging. Clearly there 
was an eruption here as the ship sa .led 
over, and the wonder is that the great 
wave did not do more injury. 

Again, the American schooner Tara 
J. Ward, while on a voyage to Seattle, 
Wash., from Copper island, was tail- 
ing quietly along when suddenly she 
was lifted as if a whale had struck 
her bottom, and then experience! a 
succession of shocks which cast every- 
thing loose about her decks and. 
knocked the crew off their feet. There 
were a few big waves succeeding the 
main one, and then everything was 
smooth again. The biggest solitary 
wave ever known was that caused by 
the Peruvian earthquake of August 
13, lSfis. In no other instance, we are 
assured, has it been known that a well 
marked wave of enormous proport: ons 
lias been propagated over the 
largest ocean tract of the g'.obe 
by an earthquake whoso action 
has l»een limited to a relatively small 
region, and that region not situated in 
the center, but on one side of the urea 
traversed by the wave. At Arina it 
was fifty feet high, and enveloped the 
town, carrying two warships near y a 
mile beyond the railway to the north 
of the town. The single sea traveled 
nor* award and westward, its height at 
,l..n Pedro, in California, was sixty 
feet It innndated the smaller mem- 
bers of the Sandwich group, six thou- 
sand three hundred miles away, and 
reached Yokohama, in Japan, in the 
early hours of the morning, after tak- 
ing in New Zealand on the way. It 
spent itself finally in the South At- 
lautic, having traversed nearly the 
whole glolie. A singular occurrence 
was reported recently by the English 
ship Lucipara. She was about mid- 
way between the cape and Australia 
when she encountered a hurricane. 
About midnight of August 4 last the 
sea suddenly fell almost calm. “It ap- 
peared as if the sea was affected by 
some tremendous pressure,” when sud- 
denly the whole vessel fore anil aft 
was enveloped in sheets of llame that 
rose half way up the masts and over- 
ran the decks for three-quarters of an 
hour. It was an electrical storm and 
the crew, never having encountered 
such a thing before, were panic- 
stricken, and very naturally so. They 
expected every moment to see the 
masts go by the board. After what 
must have been a very cheerful forty- 
five minutes the flames snuffed out 
suddenly and left darkness so thick 
that it might have been cut. 

Another singular occurrence was 
that of the bark Peter Pride 11, which 
was off Valparaiso when a whirlwind 
passed over her stern, taking away 
everything movable, sails and all, on 
the after part of the ship, leaving the 
forward end untouched. Here was the 
sharp end of a storm with a vengeance. 
Almost as surprised at their good for- 
tune and narrow escape must have 
been the crew of the barkentin e For- 
tunate, which, while on a voyage from 
Rio Grande to Liverpool, felt a tremen- 
dous shock that could not be account- 
ed for until the vessel was put into dry 
dock, when the sword of a swordfish 
was found to have penetrated soma 
feet into the wood of the hull. Yet an- 
other of the curiosities of the sea Is the 
occasional shower of fishbones or the 
like falling on the deck when many 
miles from land. These showers are 
easily explained. The fish are taken 
np in waterspouts and come dowa in a 
more or less rarefied condition. But 
perhaps the most awful of all things 
that can happen at sea is a fire. A 
severe squall breaking over a ressel 
unprepared for it and. with all her 
sails set is bad, but the experience is 
short, sharp and generally decisive; 
but for long-drawn-out agony there is 
nothing like a fire, especially If it is 
among coal and there is also dynamite 
or gunpowder in the cargo. 
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MISTAKEN IDEAS OF SIBERIA.

A. B. Miller, a gentleman who was 
to accompany a party to Russia on a 
scientific, expedition, in speaking of 
the country which his part}' was about 
to visit, had this to say: “Siberia is 
popularly supposed to be a barren 
waste, extending from the frozen 
ocean on the north to the saiuls of the 
Gobi desert on tlie south. But this 
popular impression is altogether 
wrong. Exclusive of the timber region 
of the north and the deserts of 
Turkestan, Russia in Asia contains an 
area of five million square miles of 
land suitable for agricultural or pas- 
toral pursuits. The population num- 
bers nearly eighteen million, and 
there arc several cities which possess 
over fifty thousand inhabitants. The 
agricultural produets, exported, which 
constitute only a very small part of 
the whole, are valued at an average of 
twenty million dollars a year. The 
output of uio mines exported is en- 
tered ut upward of twenty million dol- 
lars annually, and the furs, fish, skins 
and other products that come into 
European Russia from Liberia are 
worth from five million to six million 
dollars. It was for the purpose of de- 
veloping this vast territory and en- 
couraging immigration thither that 
the government of the czar lias under- 
taken to expend thirty million dollars 
upon the railway mentioned, which 
will lie over four thousand miles long 
and will connect the Black sea and the 
Baltic with Viadivostock on the sea of 
Japan. It is not expected that the 
railway will pay expenses of operation 
for some years to come, but it will 
doubtless be an important factor in 
the shifting of existing trade routes, 
and it will certainly open up a new 
and productive continent to settle- 
ment.”

An Odd Organization That Continued In 
Session the Year Around. 

Addison in one of hi* papers <le- 
fiorilied the Everlasting club. It con- 
sisted of a hundred members, who di- 
vided the whole twenty-four hours 
among thum in such a manner that the 
club sat (lay and night front one end of 
the year to another, no party presum- 
ing to rise until they were relieved by 
those who were in course to succeed 
them. By this means a ntetnlter of the 
Everlasting club never wanted com- 
pany; for though he was not upon duty 
himself he was sure to find some who 
were; so that if he were disposed to 
take a whet, a nooning, an evening's 
draught, or a bottle after midnight, he 
went to the club and found a knot of 
friends to his mind. It was a maxim 
in this clnb that the steward never 
died: for as they succeeded one another 
by way of rotation, no man was to quit 
the great elbow-chair which stood at 
the upper end of the table, till his suc- 
cessor was in readiness to till it; inso- 
much that there had not been a sede 
vaeante in the memory of man. This 
club was instituted about the middle 
of the English civil wars, and con- 
tinued without interruption until the 
time of the great London fire_ in 1006. 
The steward at that time, maintained 
his post till he had liked to have been 
blown up with a neighboring house; 
and would not leave the chair at last 
until he had emptied all the bottles on 
tbe table and received repeated di- 
rections from the clnb to withdraw 
himself.

Effect to Induce Kanaka Emigration. 

'Vhen one of the Australian squad- 
ron was patrolling the South seas 
lately, site came up with a sailing ves- 
sel. and one of her officers bownled the 
stranger, says the Sydney Mail. She 
proved to lie a colonial craft, engaged 
in recruiting Kanakas for the Queens- 
land plantations. Onboard the naval 
o fticer noticed a phonograph, lie was 
toW tliat before lho vessel left Queens- 
land the captain visited some of the 
sugar plantations where South Sea 
islanders are employed. He took a 
camera and a phonograph, and then he 
went into the hu i ness of photo -raph- 
ing groups of natives on the planta- 
tions, also taking individual pictures 
of well-known natives from the New 
Hebrides and others front the Solomon 
group. Ellison's invention was then 
brought into service, the best known 
of the natives, especially those who 
have relatives and friends in the 
islands, being asked to speak into the 
phonograph anything they would like 
to tell their friends. Large num’tcrsof 
these phonograph letters were pro- 
cured. giving accounts of what sort of 
life the Kanakas were having on the 
plantations and any other news that 
would interest the "old folks at home” 
at MalUcollo. Arabrym. Nan Christoval, 
Maiaita and other islands. After se- 
curing a good supply the ingenious 
shipmaster sailed for the islands, and, 
when last seen, was astonishing the 
natives. Many of the photographs he

Chance* of Three Pennte* Falling All 
Head* or A 11 Tail*. 

Supposing a man to toss three pen- 
nies in the air, what are the chances 
of their coming down all heads or 
tails? This is a question discussed 
in a recent number of Nature by Fran- 
cis Galton, of the Royal society. He 
upsets a popular delusion regarding 
the laws of ehance. It is obvious that 
at least two of the coins thrown in 
the air must turn up alike, for when 
the coins are on the ground there must 
always be either two heads or tails 
showing. The question then is as to 
the chance of the third coin turning 
up a head or a taiL It is of course an 
even chance whether a third coin turns 
one side or the other. 

Is it, therefore, nrt even chance that 
all three coins will be alike? Mr. Gal- 
ton says it is not an even chance, and 
that the man who liets his money on 
such a theory would lose iu the end. 
He says the relative chance of all 
three coins turning up alike is two to 
eight, and be figures it out iu this way: 
There are two different and equally 
probable ways in which a corn may 
turn up, there art four ways in which 
two' coins may turn up. and there are 
eight ways in which three coins may 
do so. Of these eight ways one is all 
heads and another all tails. While It 
is an even chance whether a third coin 
is heads or tails it is not an even 
chance that the third coin will turn 
the same as the other two. 

In order to test tha matter Mr. Gal- 
ton tossed three coins eight times. 
Only twice did they come np all alike, 
while the third coin was cquallv divid- 
ed between heads and tails. Sir. Gal- 
ton then made 120 throws of dice, with 
three dice in each throw, the odd num- 
bers counting as heads and the even 
n umbers as tails. The 120 throws were 
divided into, three groups of forty in 
each. 3 nd gave the result of all alike — 
8 , 12 , 8 , total, 2 S, as against not all 
alike— 32, 28, 32; total. 91 This 
seemed to settle the matter, and indi- 
cated that the most probable expecta- 
tion in the case of the dice was 30 to
